her father died, leaving Mrs. Woodruff and her mother with­ 
out means of support. 
The family home was a beautiful old-fashioned house 
situated on the corner of a w'ide boulevard, and at the back 
of llie house, the stable, which was in keeping with the home, 
housed the family steed and the vehicles which the motor 
age was jus! beginning to shove uilo the background. 
The first thought of nio;-t women left in such a predica­ 
ment would be to sell the home and take smaller quarters. 
But it was a romfortrtble home, there weie no incumbrances, 
and neither Mrs. Woodruff nor her mother wanted lo part 
with it- 
An income wa; necrss/iry. if only a :mal! onr. in order 
lo meet living expenses, and Mis. Woodruff being a woman 
of resource, set about hnding a means to this end.

In the barn that is now the permanent home of Mrs, 
W oodruff’s venture, there are ovens for roasting, pans for 
boiling ihr nuts in oil, strainers for drying, so the excess oil 
runs off, leaving the product dry and palatable, and 30 
women sorting and packing for shipment. 
I'.vrn the onr-limc hayloft of the renovated barn has its 
workers. 
Charles Johnson, a sightless boy, sits all day be­ 
fore a nut cracker. 
His fingers arc so sensitive that he can 
tell by thr frrl r f a nut whether it is good or bad, and his 
hand is so practiced that he puts just the right amount of 
pressure on the lever to break the shell without injuring tlic 
meat. 
On the fir.'t floor, where the nuts are hand-picked and 
p;icked, ,1 counter caters to the demand of the retail trade. 


During the days just before last Chri.sfmas automobile cus­ 
tomers passed $1 20 0 a day over the .'hining glass cases. 


Nor is the business confined to salted nuts. 
Candied nut 
meats have been added, and these, too. are made on the 
premises. 
Along the walls there is an interesting di.splay of 
novelties— table decoration?, bon voyage packages, gifts for 
bridge prizes in china and glass that may be filled with nut* 
if the purchaser so desires. 


Ask Mrs. W'oodruff the secret of her ¡success and she re­ 
plies, “ Patience. 
It hasn’t all been done in a day, and my 
associates and I have had to experiment, many times at the 
expense of failure, but we always found a way out m the end. 
" W e have but one object in the bu.'iness," Mrs. W ood­ 
ruff says earnestly, “ and that is to give the public the best 
that money can buy. 
W e have more comtK'tilion now than 
we had when we started, but by keeping our standard high, 
our customers always come back. 
W’e may lose them for 
a time— that happens in every business; but wo have always 
had the satisfaction of seeing them return. 


policy is not how much we can get, liut how much 
we can give. 
When I 'farted, f would have been 
satisfied wilh a $l5-a-week profit for thf’ rest of my life. 
And I hope I nrver lose sight of the fact that profit isn’t 
everything.

Backed by tireless energy, and friendly interr-t. a desire 
to give the best, and loyal support from ro-workrrs, one 
clever woman has used it to found an industry that has 
brought her prominence among confection makers and grati­ 
fying financial succes,s.
